INDIGENT CHILDREN 


Senator Cunningham Author of Bill 


With This Purpose—One Thou- 


sand to Be Cared For.

Madison, Wis., May 17.—Wisconsin 
may establish a home'for the care of 
crippled and defective, children, who 
are indigent. Senator Cunni.nghani' of 
Rock county is the author of a bill, to 
accomplish.'this, which, has just been 
given a hearing before the finance 
committee. 
The state-boai'd -of con- 
trol is asking for an appropriation of 
$20..000 to carry on the work of car- 
ing for these dependents

The long line of cleanly girls 
and boys and men and women, with 
leis and flags, waved welcome, while 
a male quartette accompanied by the 
sweet music of ukuleles and/guitars, 
sang plaintive Hawaiian songs and pil- 
grims disembarked at the whart 
Superintendent "Jack" D McVeigh, 
who'has been in the settlement for the 
past dozen years, at once took charge 
of the visitors

Spirited and gentle 
sa'ddle horses, carriages and wagons 
were in readiness to take Hie guests 
on their pilgrimage, once the

greetings of friends and relatives were

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The Booster's Primer

These articles are written with a view to pointing out 


to the merchants and consumers their duty as regards all 
commodities made and sold in Janesville. The idea had its 
origin with the occurrence of an incident a short time ago in 
one of the stores of this city. 
, 


A man walked into a place of J business and called for a 


certain'Janesville made cigar. -As the clerk reached into the 
case to hand out the cigar desired, the proprietor stepped up, 
saying: "Wait a minute, I'l give you a cigar—the best 
cigar on the market for the money—There, smoke this,'' 
handing him 'an "eastern made article. 
, 


Now, there may not be much in the sale of a cigar. The 


fate of no town, or, nation hangs upon the sale of,one cigar, 
nor upon the sale of a dozen cigars. But the fate of a dozen 
towns, yes, of the nation, hangs upon the spirit, or lack of 
spirit displayed by this merchant. It is an act of commercial 
self destruction, leading not only to backwardness of his 
own business, but also to the backwardness of his com- 
munity. 
I 
, 


The market of a retail merchant is a local one. He can 


stand in" the doorway of his store and throw a stone almost 
to the very edge of the circle of his, trade. Within this 
circle he must have men and women who will come andf buy 
his teas and coffees, his'flour and canned goods. Without 
them he cannot live. Yet he stops the sale if a cigar made 
by a workman living within his circle and induces the man to, 
take a cigar made a thousand miles away, whose pay envel- 
ope he may never expect to empty into his, cash register. Su<hc 
a spirit of short1 sightedness on the part of a merchant is al | 
most beyond human conception. And~what he did with the 
cigar, he would do with the product of any other local in- 
dustry. 


It has been decreed by the, laws of commerce that the 


producer shall live upon the needs of the consumer. 
Midway 


between the producer and the consumer stands the merchant, 
whose function is to take over' the product of the producer 
and' sell.it to the consumer. Now, everything would be al- 
right if the producer and the consumer were two separate in- 
dividuals. Then it would matter little to the merchant 
whether he sustained the producer of his own community, or 
that of some other community. So long as he had the con- 
sumer he could continue to sell the wares of Ms store and 
prosper. Unfortunately, however, rit happens that the con- 
sumer and the (producer is one and the same person., One 
person acting in a dual capacity. He is both a producer and 
a consumer. Only, that he must produce both for his own. 
needs, as well as for the needs! of the non-producers, such as 
professional men, clerks and others. In this way the produc- 
er becomes the foundation of the community. Without him 
there can be no professional men,,no clerks and other, non- 
producers and, consequently no consumers to buy the goods 
of the ' merchant. And the ,more of him, the more 
professional_men,, more clerks and the more others^ and, 
the more consumers in the town for the merchant; an inter- 
locking of commercial interests, with the merchant getting 
his pickings from all. What shall now be said of a merchant 
who deliberately, destroys the, very foundation ujpon which 
rests his business enterprise and the life of-the whole com- 
munity. It is like drying up the ocean beneath ones ship. 
Is there any wonder that some towns do not grow. 


Let this fact be always remembered: the business houses 


of no town can.be any higher than the buildings of its fac- 
tories. As prosper the men with the pay envelope, so prosper 
the men of the merchandise.1

is the theme of the Rev. Dr. J. W. 
Laughln, pastor the First Presbyter- 
ian church' in the

".Consider the University of Wiscon- 
sin with its five thousand students 
wholly given to the development. oE 
the natural resources of the state. ' It 
is an institution. that touches 
the 


life of the ipeople in more points a'nd 
in a greater variety 
of ways 
than 
any other institution 
in the - coun- 
try. Its thought .is..about the. regula- 
tion of transportation, v banking, in: 
guidance water power, 
forests, sani- 
tation, engineering and agriculture.. 
To such an extent 
has it given 
its 
thought to thesex things and so thor- 
oughly, has it interested 
the people 
that it is literally "sending the state 
to college." In Wisconsin we are all 
going to the university.

Reliqion in the University.

.When I came to the state about 
eight years ago the attitude oE the 
university toward 
Christianity 
was 
that of indifference if not that of hos- 
•tility. 
The president, who has few 
equals in executive ability, in far- 
sightedness and in . university vision 
or political activities, assumed the at- 
titude toward religion that there might 
be such a thing ..in' the world but it 
had not yet come under his notice. 
Religion was. something 
outside . of 
university life.' It' was not necessary 
to the institution. A sociology of most 
doubtful character 
was being taught, 
a philosophy that was agnostic and a 
decidedly unfriendly 
if not 
directly 


hostile attitude was assuroed toward 
.the 
church • and 
religion.- "Expert 
ability" were the words which char- 
acterized the mejnbers of the ...faculty 
rather than character 
or integrity. 


And yet toward that institution a mul- 
titude of young people. 5,000 strong, 
flocked every year, a thousand Pres.- 
byterian students, a thousand ' Metho- 
dist students, a thousand 'Congrega- 
tional students and more. One of'the 
professors told me recently 'that the'se 
were the men who gave character 'to 
the institution. They "are the bralni- 
iest. brighest and.-most hopeful, most 
promising young msn and women who 
come to the 
un^yifersity." They come, 


from homes warm'with religious 'devo- 
tion, fragrant with religious training 
into a chilly: atmosphere and into .an

At first these uni- 
versity pastors were regarded'as in- 
terlopers, hangers-on, men trying to 
save a lost cause, but they have con- 
tinued for these 'six years with most 
gratifying results.

In .the first plare there ,'s 'decide.*! 
change in the 
attitude of the presi- 


dent'of the univers:ty toward relieion. 
Six or eight years ago Dr. Htigh Blade 
was invited to deliver the address .at 
the Convocation meeting. Biit 
no 
mention wns made to him about the 
religious life of'the students nor-was 
he expected to make any direct refer- 
ence.to'it in his-.,address. It was not 
in the thought 'of the president when 
makins arrangements-, for the 
meet- 


ing. 
.Today.when the time comes for 
these Convocation.-meetings the uni- 
versity nastors are allowed to suggest 
half a dozen men from 
whoni 
the 


president selects, one'.whom he invites 
to make the address with the under- 
standing that he is to iremain two or 
three clays and speak 
publicly 
and 


privately to the students under ' the 
clirpction of the university pastors. . 
The 
religious1 forces 
have 
been 
brought to bear upon the university 
in such a manner as to bring the urea-' 
i.dent.to see that there is a 
force 
which he must recognize if the univer- 
sity is to serve the people of the state 
.in the most efficient manner. The uni- 
versity pastors have been asked this 
year to arrange for some kind of re- 
ligious servicps for the summer school 
on Sunday afternoons for which,the 
university will provide-adequate mu- 
sic, nlatforra and tents.' 
, Prom this it will be seen that the 
university pastor is no longer regard- 
ed as an unnecessary adjunct to the 
institution. He is not regarded as an 
jnterloner. an innovation or a curios- 
ity. 
He is part of the institution, .a 
factor in its, life.

rlpnts are in Bible classes under his 
tl.irection. 
The morning services" are 


full of students'and at .."some of the 
churches

the faculty there is a higher regard 
shown for character 
than formerly.

Presbyterian,v -,sixty of 
whom are members- of the Presbyter- 
tan , church at' Madison, se'venty-'nye, 
are members ;of the. GongrReational 
church ' and a' similar number are 
Methodists.. The'., religious forces have 
been (brought to bear upon the lini-

nte criticism of the church or Chris- 
tianity nn the ground that while the 
university is not to teach reli&'ion it 
is not to teach irreligion.
